Pomona college graduates in the dis¬ 
trict made a pledge on the first day 
of the campaign. 

Due to the presence of a few spe¬ 
cial benefactors of Pomona college 
the totals from the Chaffey district, 
comprising Upland, Ontario and the 
surrounding communities is sure to 
surpass that from the city of Po¬ 
mona. 

With more than half of the total 
goal of $3,000,000 already pledged 
by friends in the immediate vicinity 
of the college, Pomona College ex¬ 
pects that the remaining 11 districts 
of California will complete the total 
goal which has been set by the Gen¬ 
eral Education Board as necessary 
for the completion of the present 
unit of Pomona College and the 
opening of the doors for some of 
the additional students who are now 
turned away.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


DAWES PLAN INDEFINITE 

Probably no important development since the world 
war is more misunderstood by people at large than the 
Dawes plan of German reparations. Many seem to think 
that it provides a definite amount that Germany should 
pay, but it does nothing of the kind. 

The Dawes plan merely provides an easy way for Ger¬ 
many to make a beginning to pay, also fixes a maximum 
yearly payment, to be reached several years later—provid¬ 
ed these payments can be met without disturbing German 
exchange. 

No one can tell for four or five years whether the 
Dawes plan will work or not. It may even work for ten 
years and then break down, because the plan provides that 
German payments may be suspended whenever the stabil¬ 
ity of German exchange is endangered. 

Resides, in order to induce Germany to accept the plan, 
she was given a new loan of more than enough to meet 
* her first year’s payments. So, while Gel-many has made 
some payments, they have merely been made from money 
borrowed from private sources in the allied countries, in¬ 
cluding the United States, England and France. 

Whatever Germany pays during the next few years 
will be credited on the sum decided upon in the annual 
settlements, of course, but the ultimate amount of total 
reparations has not been fixed and may not be definitely 
fixed for several years. 

The Dawes plan gives Germany a breathing spell and 
is a step in the direction of a final settlement, but it is 
only a step and may have to be greatly modified from 
time to time.
